These featured campgrounds, and many others, can be
reserved up to seven months in advance through
ReserveAmerica™. Advance camping reservations help you
maximize your precious leisure time and avoid long waiting
lines, or the disappointment of being turned away at the
park entrance.

. Camping in California State Parks

Family Camping

Family campsites accommodate up to eight people and have
amenities that vary from park to park. Developed campsites
may include fire pits or fire rings, picnic tables, showers, a
shared water supply, and a cleared area for a tent. Hook-up
campsites provide electricity and water, and may have a
hook-up for sewer, in addition to the same amenities found
in developed campsites.

Fees include entry for one vehicle and one legally towed vehicle.

Two licensed vehicles—autos, as well as travel, boat, and utility
trailers—may be parked at most campsites.

In most cases, campers may stay in the same park up to a
maximum of 30 nights in a calendar year. Each campground
has a limit on the consecutive number of nights a camper
may stay (see chart on reverse). Once this consecutive-night
limit has been reached, the person(s), equipment, and/or
vehicle(s) must vacate the campground for a period of 48
hours before returning for another stay.

Youths (under 18 years of age) must be accompanied by a
parent or guardian. The Supervising Ranger may approve the
stay of a youth who presents written consent from a parent or
guardian with the dates of the authorized stay and the park name.

Environmental Camping

Environmental campsites are located in relatively undisturbed

natural settings. Each site has a table, a clearing for tents, and

a primitive toilet nearby. See chart on reverse for environmental

campsite hike-in distances.

» Plan to arrive at your campsite before dark.

« Stays are limited to seven nights.

« No pets are allowed, except service dogs.

Group Camping

Group campsites accommodate groups as small as nine or as

large as 100, depending on the park. At some campgrounds,

group sites can be combined. Your reservation agent can provide

you with the names and locations of these campgrounds.

« Stays are limited to seven nights.

* Youth groups (under 18 years of age) must be accompanied
by at least one adult for every 15 youths.

Accessible (ADA) Campsite Policy

Visitors reserving accessible campsites must possess a DMV
Disabled Placard or license plates issued by DMV (or a similar
agency of another state). The Disabled Veterans license plate
will also be accepted when reserving or occupying an acces-
sible campsite.

En Route Camping

En route camping is available at some state parks and is

limited to self-contained camping vehicles only. Because

these areas provide visitor parking during the day, they must

be vacated by 9 a.m. the following morning.

« Call to make sure your vehicle can be accommodated.

* The en route camping fee is the same as the campsite fee.



' Making Reservations

A nonrefundable reservation fee of $7.50 is charged for
EACH campsite. A listing of camping fees is located at nwww.
parks.ca.gov, under the Reservations and Fees section.

On the first of each month, campers will have access to an
entire month of available start dates, up to seven months in
advance. You may secure camping reservations as late as two
days prior to your planned arrival, subject to availability.

* You may reserve two different start dates per park within
a calendar month.

* You may pay by American Express®, Visa®, Discover®, or
MasterCard®. Your credit card account will be charged at
the time the reservation is made.

* Reservations must be made at least 21 days before your
camping start date when you pay by check, and 10 days
before your camping start date when you pay by money
order. Your check or money order must be received within
seven days after you make your reservation or your
reservation will be automatically cancelled.

* You may ask your reservation agent for details about other

Mail-in Reservations

If you prefer to reserve a campsite by mail, all of the informa-
tion contained in the box at the bottom of Section 2 must be
provided. Mail-in reservations are subject to the same camp-
site sale dates noted in the Campsite Sale Dates chart. Send
your reservation request, along with a check, money order, or
credit card information, to: ReserveAmerica™, P.O. Box 1510,
Rancho Cordova, CA 95741-1510.

* Mail-in requests must be received no more than 14 days
prior to the on-sale date. All mail-in requests received
more than 14 days prior to that date will be returned.

On-line Reservations

On-line reservations are available on our Web site at
www.parks.ca.gov. This service is available 24 hours a
day, seven days a week. Reservations will be offered
seven months in advance beginning at 8 a.m. on the first
reservation day of the month.

’ What to Expect When You Arrive & Depart

* You may check in any time after 2 p.m. on your reservation
start date.

« When you arrive, present your confirmation letter or
reservation number and a form of photo identification.
If you arranged for a discount when you made your
reservation, proof of eligibility must be shown.



+ Most campsite assignments are made upon your arrival. If
you reserve two sites, the park staff will try to assign adjacent
campsites, subject to availability.

« Dogs must be kept on leashes no longer than six feet and
in a tent or enclosed vehicle at night. Except for service
dogs, pets are not allowed in park buildings, on trails, or on
most beaches.

« Coin operated showers are available at most campgrounds.
Prices may vary.

« Generators may be operated between the hours of 10 a.m.
and 8 p.m.

« Check-out is noon of your departure date. Please leave the
campsite clean and orderly. The camper who follows you will
appreciate it.

'1 Cancellations

To cancel a confirmed reservation, call Customer Account
Services at 1(800) 695-2269.

« Your original $7.50 reservation fee is nonrefundable.

« If you cancel a confirmed reservation, or must leave the park
early, a cancellation fee of $7.00 per reserved campsite will
be deducted from any refund you may be due.

« If you cancel a confirmed reservation and make a new
reservation during the same call, a transfer fee of $7.50 will
be charged.

« If you cancel your reservation after 5 p.m. the day before your
arrival date, the first night's campsite fee is forfeited.

« A campsite will be held for you until 12 p.m. the day after your
arrival date. If you do not call the park before that time, you
will be considered a “no-show,” and the park will cancel your
reservation. You will be refunded the amount paid for the
campsite, less the nonrefundable $7.50 reservation fee, the
$7.00 cancellation fee, and one night's camping use fee.

« If you miss your first day, but plan to arrive later, you must call
the park each day to hold the remainder of your reservation.

« If you must leave the park one or more days early, check out
before 12 noon (there are no exchanges). Retain your
camping confirmation letter until you have received your
refund or your credit card has been credited. Allow at least 30
days to receive your refund.

« If an emergency or disaster forces closure of a campground,
we will try to notify you as soon as possible. All fees, including
the reservation fee, will be refunded.

« In cases of inclement weather, when the campground
remains open, but you choose to leave, refunds will be based
on the early out policy.

« If you are unable to honor your reservation due to a medical
emergency or death in the family, a cancellation fee of $7.00
per reserved campsite will be deducted from any refund you
may be due.

Annual Day Use Passes

If you are looking for additional value in your outdoor experi-
ence, consider the Annual Day Use Pass—great for gift giving
as the pass provides access to over 200 California State
Parks. The new “Golden Poppy” pass provides access to a
limited number of parks. Passes can be purchased at most
state parks, on-line at www.store.parks.ca.gov, or by calling
1(800) 777-0369, Ext. 5.

Senior Discount

Campers age 62 or older receive a $2-per-night discount but
only if requested at the time the camping reservation is made.
The reservation must be in the name of the eligible person
and that person must occupy the campsite. Proof of eligibility
is required. Seniors are also permitted a year-round $1.00
discount for vehicle parking in state-operated parks. The
discount does not apply to fees under $2.00 or supplementary
fees and cannot be used with any other discount/pass program.

Discount Passes

California State Parks offers discount passes for those who qualify.
For disabled campers, the Disabled Discount Pass offers 50
percent off regular camping fees, and the Disabled Veteran/
Prisoner of War Pass gives complimentary camping at all
California State Parks. Passes are not accepted at concessionaire-
operated locations For qualifications and a pass application,
call 1(800) 777-0369, Ext. 5 or write to: California State Parks
Pass Program, P.O. Box 942896, Sacramento, CA 94296.
